‘The North Korean vehicle which shot down the F=51 pilot on 12 August at approxi= 
mately 128-20, 36-17 was described by the pilot as an "enormous tank® without 
a turret but with 50-caliber machine guns wounted on top of the hull, The 
pilot was uncertain whether that vehicle had one or two guna.#
